Powerful planes that stabbed 
across the sky like javelins from a 
giant’s hand thrilled a crowd esti- 
mated at 50,000 persons in the 
aviation exhibition at Clover Field 
yesterday honoring the army flyers 
who will hop off on a globe-cir- 
cling flight today. The occasion 
was for the primary purpose of 
raising funds for the Army Relief 
Society. 

Clover Field was a holiday set- 
ting, basking in sunshine under 
clear California skies. Thousands 
of motor cars fringed the field and 
crowded the highways and adja- 
cent acreage. The great throngs 
in the grandstand and sides of the 
field were kept in perfect order by 
special details of police, soldiers 
and Boy Scouts. 

Scores of airplanes of various 
types rangi from the rocket-like 
TS-2 navy es to the huge, 
twin-motored Martin bom bers, 
were banked in a right angie on 
the field with the four Douglas 
planes built for the world flight 
ocupying a position at the head 
of the landing grounds. 


GREATEST EXHIBIT 
Fully 100,000 persons, aside from 


field, witnessed the aerial review 
from their yards, the streets and 
places of vantage in the beach dis- 
trict and vicinity. 

In all nine distinct types of 
Planes were used, and army and 
navy officers present characterized 
the exhibition as the greatest ever 
held on the Pacific Coast. Prior 
to the official program of events, 
Maj. F. L. Martin led the four 
world-füght ships on a short ether 
tour to give spectators an oppor- 
tunity of seeing them in action.

Then, police 
believe, he wrapped both bodies in 
sheets and smuggled them into the 
garage built adjoining the house. 
There he placed them in the rear 
seat of a large touring car.

essary to meet sinking fund and 
other payments. These will amount 
to $136,000,000 im the calendar 
year of 1925, and to $130,000,000 
in the calendar year 1926. In this 
connection we cannot fail to call 
atteation the fact that in the 
revenue recently adopted by 
the House, taxes were reduced to 
a point to where, in accordance 
with the Treasury estimate, they 
will not only wipe out all pros- 
pective surplus, but in all prob- 
ability, create a deficit for that 
calendar year.” 3

Bureau of Agriculture 
Survey Report Divides 
Items of Cost 


WASHINGTON. March 16.— 
Fakers receive a larger part of 
the price you pay for a loaf of 
bread than does any other agency 
engaged in the manufacture and 
distribution of the product, the 
United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has found in an exten- 
sive survey covering the period 
October, 1922, to March, 1923. The 
margin received by bakers over 
the cost of the flour ranged from 
4 cents on an 8-cent loaf in New 
Orleans to 6 cents on a 
loaf in Chicago. This margin 
covers operating expenses and cost 
of other baking ingredients. 

The survey was made in seven 
cities: New York, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Minneapolis, Kansas City, 
New Orleans and San Francisco. 
The producer recetved for the flour 
content in his wheat approximate- 
ly 1-2 cent of the retail price of 
the loaf, whereas from 6 to 7 1-2 
cents of the price went to pay 
costs of transportation, 
handling, four milling, baking and 
retailing.

UP IN COURT 


Everett Drew Clark, Accused Murderer of San Diego 


Man and Love Pirate, Faces Fight for Life

| SAN DIEGO, March 16.—DPverett Drew Clark, charged with the 
murder of George B. Schick, missing San Diego realty broker, will go 
on trial for his ite tomorrow in Superior Court here: Few. if any 
murder trials here, not excepting the famous Jacobs trial of last year, 
have attracted the public interest which attaches to the case against 


Clark. Mystery, romance, conspiracy, admitted infidelity and 


the 


breaking up of a home, are among the elements which have focused 


the public eye upon Clark. 


The disappearance of Schick, from whom 


not a word has been heard for more than a year, and absence of any 


logical reason why he should vanish of his own accord, have whetted/ 


the public's desire to learn the fasts in the puzzling case. 


Evidence against Clark, so far 
as has been divulged in preliminary 
hearings and the grand jury indict- 
ment brought against him, is pure- 
ly circumstantial. Schick disap- 
peared February 7, 1913, after 
which time Clark, although mar- 
ried, took up his abode in the 
Schick home and practically be- 
came the head of that household, 
Police said. Suspicion first was 
aroused that all was not well with 
Schick when his brother, Martin, 
from Ohio, came to San Diego and 
began investigation. Clark was 
arrested in the so-called “love 
nest” in El Cajon. Mra. Clark and 
Mrs. Schick also were taken into 
custody. 

| WOMAN AWAITS TRIAL

NEW YORK, March 16.—Dried 
fruita: The announced advance 
on Oregon 40s becoming effective 
tomorrow will probably be of lit- 
tle effect insofar as demand is con- 
cerned for the Oregon prune has 
become a best seller“ and at the 
higher price it is still 5c a pound 
under the California prunes of the 
same size. The fact that many of 
the distributors have cleared their 
stocks of both old and new crop 
Italians makes this advance a rou- 
tine development. The general 
effect of the enlarged market for 
northwesterns has been to induce 
a retail campaign to stimulate the 
demand for Californias, which 
have nevertheless remained behind 
the Oregons. 

The market has been more ar- 
tive as a result of the competition 
and a healthier situation has de- 
veloped. Californias of the larger 
sizes are in good demand with 
fewer offerings and firmer prices. 
A general advance in spot hold- 
ings of apricots has taken place 
during the week, the average be- 
ing about 1 cent on both fancy 
and choice grades. There has been 
no cessation in the demand for 
raisins and newly-created uses for 
this product promise a noteworthy 
development. Package raisins are 
scarce and new shipments are 
therefore finding ready buyers on 
arrival; The withdrawal of pear 
offerings by some of the larger fac- 
tors may be taken as confirmation 
of the shortages reported in these 
columns. 


CANNED VEGETABLES 

Liquidation of stocks of canned 
vegetables to the point where re- 
placements for immediate require- 
ments, or for fixed periods, has 
been the development during the 
Week. In most lines of the major 
vegetables marked reductions have 
taken place. Peas, corn, toma- 
toes and beans have moved freely 
in spite of the strong tone of the 
market and advances in certain 


es. 

While no heavy buying has been 
reported from packers, there has 
been a constant business in small 
orders which reached a fairly 
heavy volume. Asparagus, limas, 
stringless and string beans and 
spinach, are among the items, 
called for. Asparagus was bought 
more freely on news of the with- 
drawal of certain sizes and grades. 
Local holdings in canned fruits 
are being reduced, rticularly in 
peaches, pears, apricots, cherries 
and pineapples. Prices are well 
maintained, and the spot market 
begins to reflect something of the 
coast strength.

CHICAGO, March 16.— Although 
legislation, regulation and strangu- 
lation have materially curtailed 
the activities of the Chicago Board 
of Trade, it is still the greatest 
grain market in the world and 
Chicago does much of its business 
This 
city then more than any other 
urban district, is vitally interested 
in the demise of the Norbeck-Burt- 
ness bill which proposed to finance 
the cost of diversifying the farms 
of the Northwest, and in all simi- 
lar legislation now panding. Even 
on the Board of Trade few are 
to be found who do not condemn 
all of this legislation which pro- 
poses government subsidy in one 
form or another to the farmer. 
Even the speculative element 
which has been quite ready to 
buy grain futures on the theory 
that prices would be artificially 
advanced are prepared to suffer 
their losses, quite confident that 
the failure of the Norbeck-Burt- 
mess bill foretelis a similar fate 
for the McNary-Haugen and the 
Norris-Sinclair bills 
proposals. 

Evidence accumulates to prove 
that the farmer is a4oming to realize 
the value to him of an open spec- 
ulative grain market. He may re- 
member his history well enough 
to have in mind what happened 
to the German farmers when the 
agrarians of Bavaria succeeded in 
destroying grain exchanges, but he 
ig beginning to put two and two 
together and realize that the spec- 
ulative market has been carrying 
a considerable part of his load for 
many years. 

About two vears ago the Agri- 
culture Department discussed and 
reported statistically a world scar- 
city of wheat and were so con- 
vincing that the speculative pub- 
lic bought wheat, largely through 
Thicago. in such great amounts 
that the price soared far above 
any legitimate basis. Eventually 
these theories of scarcity were dis- 
sipated but the speculative public 
was not convinced of the error un- 
tii late in the crop vear. Farmers 
in the main had sold their wheat 
and speculators took the loss. 


SPECULATORS FOOLED 

Again this year there has been 
ah important and hopeful long in- 
terest in wheat financed by specu- 
lators, who were convinced that 
the agencies of government and 
the zealousness of the farm bloc 
would impose upon the country a 
system of government aid to the 
farmer that wouid arbitrarily and 
rather consistently advance the 
price of grains, particularly wheat.

Waste of Supply in United States Makes Outlook for

Eight companies operating re- 
fineries on the Atlantic Coast dur- 
ing January received by tank 
steamers approximately 9,000,000 
barrels of crude and refined oil 
from California, the Gulf Coast 
and Mexico—a daily average of 
286,000 barrels. Of the total, Cal- 
ifornia produced roundly 4,000,000 
barrels, or a daily average of 128,- 
000 barrels; the Gulf Coast 
duced 3,600,000 barrels, a daily 
average of 111,700 barrels, while 
from Mexico only 1,394,000 barrels, 
a dally average of 45,000 barrels 
was received, California continues 
to be an important factor in the

ARGONAUT DAYS RECALLED 


Texas Flat 


Mine, Operated Sixty Years, Still Yields 
Return of $9000 a Month. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] | 
FRESNO, March 9:—The days of the Argonauts, when California's 
gold mines were the mecca of men the world over, are recalled by a 
visit to the old Texas Flat mine, which after more than sixty years of 
productive life, is reported to be still paying dividends of approximately 


$9000 a month to its owners. 

The mine was originally opened 
in 1862, and is situated just off 
the road between Coarse Gold and 
Raymond, forty-five miles north- 
east of Fresno. The old stamp 
mill, butlt a half-century ago still 
stand crushing the quartz 
into pulp from which the yellow 
metal is extracted by the amalga- 
mation process. The mine at the 
present time is the only one in 
operation in that old mining dis- 
trict and it brings a return to its 
owners of $300 a day. or approxi- 
mately $9000 a month, when the 
ore run is at its best. It seldom 
if ever goes below the 6000 
mark in revenue returns. 


OWNED BY THREE 


The mine itself is situated in 
the side of a small mountain, just 
above what is known as Texas Fiat, 
from which the mine took its 
mame, the mining section having 
been discovered by prospectors a 
year after gold was discovered by 
Marshall in the northern part of 
the State. It is a quartz mine, 
and the ore veins run in a slant- 
ing position with a layer of un- 
mineralized rock between the ore 
bodies. There is an absence of ore 

ckets, being what is known as 

ssure veins in mining parlance, 

The mine is now owned by a 
close corporation known as the 
Texas Flat Mining Company, of 
which Morris McMiken, a capitalist 
of Seattle, N. A. Krohn and Philip 
Rowe of Coarse Gold are the sole 
owners. A dozen years ago the 
mine was taken over by the pres- 
ent corporation and has been op- 
erated more or less steadily since. 

The main tunnel which stretches 
back a quarter of a mile to the 
main shaft. is lighted by elec- 
tricity. At the top of the shaft 
is a powerful hoist, operated also 
by electric power, which brings up 
the cars loaded with ore from the 
different levels, which up to re- 
cent months reached a depth of 
900 feet. Recently the main shaft 
has been sunk 200 feet further 
down, making the 1100-foot level 
the depth of the main shaft, with 
a sump ‘some few feet further 
down. Off from the main shaft 
are stopes: anew stope being 
at the present time has 
reached a distance of nearly 500 
feet. Here miners were at work 
getting out the ore from the veina, 
Which runs in thickness from 
eighteen inches to four and one- 
half feet. There are other smaller 
veins, but only those with a thick-

the present drought has been is- 
sued by Lester 8. Ready, chief en- 
gineer of the Rallroad Commission 
and chairman of a committee 


formed to investigate the subject. 

The committee was named at a 
meeting of the various representa- 
tives last 


week. « 
THE RECOMMENDATIONS 
Mr. Ready’s recommendations 


are as follows: 


“It is the opinion of the com- 
mittee that Southern California 
and the San Joaquin Valley are 
confronted, as a result of continued 
drought. with a serious power sit 
vation which can only be fully re- 
Heved by a very extensive rainfall. 

“The committee recommends 
that the strictest economy be ex- 
ercised by all light and power con- 
summers, as a protection against the 
possible shortage, should sufficient 
precipitation not be 


U 
“The investigation indicates that 
the power systems serving the ter- 
ritory; are producing all of the 
power possible without jeopardiz- 
ing too greatly the supply for the 
remainder of the year. Steam 
Plants are being operated to full 
capacity to conserve stored water, 
and every source of power is be- 
ing drawn upon to meet the de- 
mand. There is danger that unless 
the water reservoirs is economical- 
ly used, it may be exhausted be- 
fore the fall rain sets in, with the 
ble result that the power sup 
ply would then be t for 
even essential uses.

“The good that one does” is 
morally certain to live after him 
when he is able to leave a few 
hundred millions to keep it al‘ve. 

Carnegie was a philanthropist 
who gave lavishly, wut wisely. Hie 
aim was to stmulate self-help, to 
encourage communities to help 
themselves. He was willing to pay 
for demonstrations to show what 
humanity can do for itself. 

Dr. Keppel talked to me for an 
hour, telling me of the varied and 
multiplé activities of the differ- 
ent Carnegie Institutions, of the 
endowments that had been* made, 
and are to be made in the futuré, 
along the lines of education and 
scientific research. And as he 
spoke 1 visioned the round, florid 
face of the Scotch-American tron- 
master as a sun, and each of these 
activities as a ray shooting forth 
to light and enlighten the world. 

He spoke of the Carnegie librar- 
ies—1725 of them in this coun- 
try and in Canada. And related 
the incident that gave this idea.

Addicts are not seen so often on 
the streets now as they were a 
year ago. Most of those we do 
find are sick as a result of their 
inability to obtain their drugs.

yesterday by Kirk H. Logan of 
the Bureau. The test pipes were 
buried two years ago and the test 
will run for ten years. 

The tests show no one material 
as best for pipes everywhere, the 
best materials varying under dlffer- 
ent soil conditions. They also 
show that pipe corrosion is not 


due to electrolysis from stray cur-

In making the tests, Mr. Logan 
said, about 13,000 samples of iron 
and other pipe were buried, some 
of them coated with various pro- 
tective material.

Great bus- 
Iness, fraternal and social organ- 
izations, along with self-advertis- 
ing individuais, at certain good- 
will seasons of the calendar year, 
do more for the practical relief 
of needy humanity than any or 
all churches. So——why the church? 
While schools are children of the 
church, and while fraternal and 
social organizations of good will 
are half brothers and sisters of 
the church, they lack specific and 
continuous recognition of God 
which the church gives. They 
may deny relationship to the 
church, but the roots of their life 
and activity are bedded in the 
age-long message of the church. 
All these admirable organziations 
and institutions are—men's. The 
church belongs to no man, nor 
class of men, nor type, however, 
they may seek to administer it; 
it is the church of the living God, 
pillar and ground of the truth,’ 
the one erganization persistently, 
perenially, patiently testifying of 
God. The testimony may be by 
ritual or without, under this 
standard, this denominational dif- 
ferentiation or another, but the 
crowning testimony of each and 
all centers is—God. 

The Church persists because in 
the human heart there is a hun- 
ger for God. Other organizations 
may meet one form of human 
hunger or another for the time it 
exists, but all human hungers 
cease save the hunger of the 
heart for God, and the church 
survives all other institutions and 
forms of organizations because it 
is built about the hunger of men 
and women 


CALLS MAN HIGHEST 
CREATION OF GOD 


“Is man the highest of the crea- 
tures of the earth, or the most 
exalted being of God's creation?” 
This was the question discussed 
at Amanda Chapel yesterday by 
Rev. William C. Isett. In part 
Mr. Isett sald: 

“Science studies man as an 
animal, and finds him very like 
other animals. It begins with 
man as he is and traces him back 
through the ages as an interesting 
bit of biology. But science can- 
not find a soul. It can trace the 
convolutions of the brain and the 
tracks over which thought trav- 
els, but it cannot capture a 
thought and analyze it under a 
microscope. Psychic science has 
gone far in the realm of the spir- 
it, even to the assertion of a spir- 
itual substance, but it tells us 
nothing of the origin of the spirit 
or its ultimate capacity for de- 
velopment. Only in the realm of 
religion do we study man, not as 
an animal, but as a spirit, made 
like unto God. Religion begins 
with man as he is also, but does 
not trace him backwards, but for- 
wards. It is not so much inter- 
ested in the house in which he 
lives, as who he is, and whether 
he is fulfilling his divine destiny 
He ras dominion over the crea- 
tures, but as an agent of God. 
Usurpation of the authority of 
God,—administering his office in 
his own name rather than God's 
is his sin. He is not God, but 
should be God-like. It is high 
enough honor that we are God's 
representatives. Here is a stand- 
ard of conduct: we are truly rep- 
resentative of God in dealing with 
our fellow men and with the crea- 
tures of the earth? Tying tin 
eans to a dog's tall, or throwing 
mud at our brother. man are 


worthy of neither boy nor man. 


True God-likeness is shown us 
by Jesus, and we would do well 
to study His attitude toward the 
world and all that therein dwells.” 


MEANING OF HELL 
TOLD BY SPEAKER 


Edward Stark’ spoke at the 
Trinity Auditorium yesterday un- 


der the auspices of the Interna- 
tional Bible Students’ Association. 
He said in part: 

“The people of today are fast 
getting out of the fog and away 
from .the creeds of the dark ages. 
The world was full of hobgoblins, 
spooks and superstitions. In this 
day we want a reason, a scrip- 
tural answer and not a statement 
of a priest or a monn. When 
they burned one another at the 
Stake, it was easy to teach the 
people that the burning did not 
stop at death, but continued on 
through the ages of eternity. The 
word ‘hell’ was used to convey 
this meaning when in reality the 
thought of ‘covering’ or ‘hiding.’ 
In the fall of the year they will 
‘hell’ the potatoes or apples—dig 
a hole in the ground and cover 
them over. Do the apples or po- 
tatoes come back from hell? In 
the winter time they are dug up 
and eaten. This is a very striking 
picture of the people af earth 
going into the pit, grave, hell, and 
in the ressurrection coming back. 
All the dead-——good, bad and in- 
different——-have gone to hell, rest- 
ing, sleeping. waiting for their 
change to come. This explana- 
tion gives us a real live hope of 
the resurrection that Jesus 
taught.”
